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WAR NOTES 


Defending Army Pursues 
Scorched Earth Policy, Wip¬ 
ing Out Bridge Heads. Brit¬ 
ish Gains in Egypt 


Orderly retreat is still the news 
from Kussia as the Nazis are pushing 
toward Rostov across the Donets bas¬ 
in. Nazi forces are massing in the 
harvest area between the Donets and 
the Don, converging on Rostov from 
three' directions. 

As the Russians retreat, everything 
is left in ruins. Although Nazi at- 
. tacks are driven off at various points 
along the main battle front, the pres¬ 
sure is driving hack the Russians to¬ 
ward the Don river where it is beliex; 
ed their real stand will be taken. 

Russians have recaptured one main 
bridge head across the Don in hand to 
hand fighting. Nazis are employing, 
armored units, dive bombers and para¬ 
chute troops in the fury of attack. 

Germany is now in the midst of 
9600 square miles of rich coal area, 
with great industrial cities. 

211 Nazi planes were reported de¬ 
stroyed last week as compared with 
Russian losses of 136 planes, and par¬ 
achute troops have been annhilated. ' 
Convoy Reaches Russia 
A huge British and American con¬ 
voy reached a Russian port without 
loss after a three-day battle between 
attacking German bombers and de¬ 
fending forces. 

Nazis Retreat in Egypt 
Huge-armies of Axis prisoners have 
been captured as the British force the 
enemy back in Egypt. Heavy bomb¬ 
ardment by sea on the Nazi-held port 
of Matruh with wreckage left behind. 
This is an important harbor base link¬ 
ing with the German-Italian lines 100 
miles farther inland. British fighter 
planes are also attacking the Nazi air 
base of EH Dabs near Alexandria. The 
battle of supplies and armies is wag¬ 
ing in North Africa, with the British 
re-enforced by heavy U.S. bombers. 

Tobruk, which has been renamed 
“Rommel," is an important Axis sup¬ 
ply base subjected to nightly pound¬ 
ing of the R.A.F. 

Jape Aim at Siberia T 
Japan is believed to be planning at¬ 
tack on Vladivostock, and the occupa¬ 
tion of western Aleutians is a means 
toward this end. It is predicted that 
Japan may send 600,000 men into at¬ 
tack on Siberian strongholds. Siberia 
is regarded as a real danger point for 
Allied plans in the far east. The Solo¬ 
mon Islands are also a centre from 
which Japan can interfere with U.S. 
Australian communications. 

Action in Aleutians is still shrouded 
in fog and silence, but it is-, reported 
that many Japs died when a transport 
was sunk at Kiska. Two Jap submar¬ 
ines have been sunk and a heavy cruis¬ 
er sunk. Cruisers, destroyers and 
transports have been set afire or hit. 

Japs are continuing to move into 
Aleutian waters, searching about in 
the fogs, and moving against them al¬ 
so surrounded by fog, are_ American 
and Canadian forces. 

Chinese Fight Back 
Chinese forces are credited with re¬ 
capturing two important seaports and 
breaking a Jap attack on a Chekiang 
railway. Large stores of bobty are 
said to have fallen to the Chinese. U. 
S. bombing planes are bombing Jap 
air fields in China. 

British-U.S. Talk Second Front 
British and American staff officers 
are in “second front” conferences. 
Immediate aid to Russia of most ef¬ 
fective nature is discussed. Russia is 
in need of materials and communica¬ 
tion lines must be Becured. Much 
wheat has been lost to the enemy, and 
Russian requirements may mean ra¬ 
tioning of stiffer nature elsewhere. 

The Allies may consider landing in 
Northern Norway and striking at U 
boat bases and airfields which menace 
Russian convoys. 

In the meantime mass attacks of

The Canadian army in Britain is be¬ 
ing trained not only for attack but to 
carry out immediate relief work in 
battle areas and behind the lines. In¬ 
tensive courses are being given Cana¬ 
dian N.C.O.’s covering care of civil¬ 
ians in battle areas, rebuilding of 
homos and general care of civilians ir 
scorched earth district. The care of 
shellshocked women and children is 
part of the task of the liberating arm. 
Reconstruction will accompany any 
advance. Families will be reunited and 
the distressed restored to normalcy as 
quickly as possible.

saued. by this department do not

ire designed to cover, this is usually 
',<) when the applicant fails to give us 
he necessary information. 

if a far ner uses a car and a truck, a 
different type of permit has to be is- 
ued as against the cne that would be 
rive-) where a farmer had a truck and 
no car. Some confusion has arisen 
vhen farm truck permits were issued 
'•hen the information supplied did not 
ndicate that the same farmer was al- 
o using a car. You can realize tha? 
ince the pu po?e of this Administra¬ 
tion is to restrict the use of trucks to 
'FFen’ul purposes only, we are obliged 
'■> g ve more latitude to the farmer 
vho has a truck to perform necessary 
work and travelling connected with 
is farming operations, than we wouid 
Blow a farmer in the use of a similar 
ve' icle. if he had a car as well, to tak" 
•are of his requirements when only 
nassengers were to be carried. 

In the rase of the farmer who has no 
-ar, we allow him to use his truck for 
'ssenrial marketing or shopping nur- 
■'oses while in the case of the one who 
’'as both car and truck, the truck must 
'ot he used nor nassengers carried in 
h. except when it is definitely neces¬ 
sary to use it’for the carriage of farm 
'roducts or commodities used on the 
farm. v 

Further information for your read- 
rs in ease you can find room for any 
•art of this letter, we should say that 
he situation confronting our country 
’s, with respect to rubber and equip- 
nent, much more serious than moat of 
is realize which makes it necessary 
that the use of all types of motorized 
quipment be confined, as far as pos 
ible, to essential uses. This is par- 
icularly true of truck!; >n that we mav 
'ave to carry on essential services In 
his country for some years with the 
iresent vehicles, and therefore, far¬ 
mers and'others, should use them as 
'.naringly as possible and make sure 
that when' they are used, that such' is 
Vnp; done efficiently and economi¬ 
cally.

Mayor W. D. Allan ~ 
Attends Conference 

Need of War Savings 
emphasized; Miss Can¬ 
adas to sell Stamps here. 

Mayor Allan, as Unit organizer of 
the National War Finance Committee 
in the Vulcan district, was an invited 
guest to the luncheon held in the Pal- 
liser, Calgary, held in honor of Mr. G. 
W, Spinney of Ottawa, chairman of 
the National War Finance Committee 
on Monday, July 20th. All key men 
of the Southern Alberta Division%ere 
present, 500 being in attendance. 

Mr. Spinney warns that sacrifices 
will come affecting every jntizen of 
Canada, and went on to say that Can¬ 
adians wno believe they can sit at 
home and help supply the troops with 
munitions of war, etc., let someone 
else do the fighting, and yet have a 
happy and comfortable time, are due 
for a wide awakening. 

He declared that the old days of 
easy living and comfort are on the 
way out and that an era of personal 
sacrifice is just ahead. Through the 
new federal budget, which draws 
heavily on incomes, drastic reduction 
in consumer goods, and rationing 
which will be soon extended, citizens 
will be unaye, to purchase on their 
previous scale. The best and indeed ob- 
[ ligatory outlet for their increasing 
earnings will be through the purchase 
of war bonds, war savings certificates 
and war stamps. , 

This is a warning that cannot be re¬ 
peated too frequently. The demands 
of Canada’s war effort must have pre¬ 
cedence. The troops must be served 
first and civilians afterwards. There 
must be self-denial on an ever in¬ 
creasing scale. The Canadian people 
have had some warnings in the way 
of gasoline tires, sugar and tea, but 
they will have many more before the 
year is out. Shortages are develop¬ 
ing along many lines. 

There will be less expendable re¬ 
sources for those things which produce 
pleasure, comfort and even ordinary 
sustenance, because the war must 
come first, and he added: 

“The object of taxation and bor¬ 
rowing is to prevent people from try¬ 
ing to spend their incomes in the usual 
way, when the things which are avail¬ 
able in the usual way for them to buy 
can no longer be produced. Therefore, 
borrowed money must come out of the 
pockets of every consumer in the coun¬ 
try who has more than enough income 
to provide for genuine necessities.” ' 

The compulsory savings feature of 
the recent federal budget is not going 
to provide nearly enough revenue, he 
said. It may yield less than $100,000,- 
000. The government’s over-all re¬ 
quirements for the present fiscal year 
will lie $3,800,000,000. Taxes for the 
period are expected to provide some 
$2,000,000,000. The people, through 
bond, certificate and stamp purchase, 
must, make up the $1,800,000,000.

“All we can do, anil all that will be 
asked of us,” Mr. Spinney said, “is to 
support our fighting men honorably in 
the way now open to us—each one to 
he very limit of his means.”

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One’* Own Trouble* 


/’TVER in the B.C. valleys there has been terrific heat, 
^and the the Kelowna Courier expresses a characteris¬ 
tic human attitude when it says the heat is absorbing 
every thought and emotion, to the exclusion of all else. 
The Courier says: “Heat surrounds us, and seems to 
Creep into one’s brain, limiting one’s physical energy 
and turning the slightest task into a chore. It is sad but 
true that although the very world under our feet may 
be disintegrating and the Empire tottering*, one just 
can’t develop much interest when the mercury hits 100. 
At the moment, the vital personal problem oif how to 
keep cool over rides international events.” 

High River had something the same experience this 
spring. During the Hood period interest in world affairs 
was at a very low ebb. Calamities from the four cor¬ 
ners of the ,earth Recorded by radio, had scant attention. 
We had our own calamity which was a full-time job. 
We were absorbed primarily in ourselves, and for a few 
daysi the rest of the world had to do its own worrying 
without our support or attention. 

It has occurred that probably that was one reason why 
British people in bonibe 1 centres managed to maintain 
their sanity during that unspeakable ordeal of the Bat¬ 
tle of Britain. Their whole concern was focussed on the 
trials of the moment and within small range. The wel¬ 
fare of their families, their streets, their cities, must 
have shut out for the time the vision of the whole. The 
human mind and body probably have capacity for just 
so much emotional experience and worry. When one 
is concentrated on something very close and very real, 
all outside events diminish in intensity. Those who have 
no real troubles near at hand may embrace the whole 
world in their capacity for worry, and find life as tense 
and exhausting as others who are in the storm centre 
of trouble. 

Anyway we match our flood weeks with Kelowna’s 
heat wave, to produce very much the same experience. 
The tide of battle has to swing along without us for the 
time being. 


Poly-Rubber 


iCDOLY-RUBBER” is the new invention that may keep 
motor cars on the road. By any name the news of 
anything to replace the old tires will be welcome. This 
substitute for rubber is made mainly from salt, .- ulp'^yr 
and oil of which there are said to be plentiful supplies. 
The recommendation is that this substitute be used for 
recapping old tires not for making new tires. 

A small plant will go into operation at Midland, Mich¬ 
igan, on August 1, and a larger plant is expected to be 
in operation early next year. The material is called 
thiokol or poly-rubber. The recapping formula is based 
on one pound of thiokol to 1000 miles Of vehicle use. 
When the large plant goes into operation, it is believed 
that it will be possible to recap 20,000,000 tires a year. 
If the industrial venture develops satisfactorily, there 
is every prospect that plants would operate in Canada. 

Another angle of rubber replacement is elude oil, and 
plants are being built in Canada and United States tor 
the process of extraction. It is understood that such out¬ 
put when it comes would be required for war needs. 

Another claim is that rubber can be made from wheat 
and other farm products, and the possibility of such use 
is being explored. 

Righly or wrongly, there is a firm public conviction 
that many scientific discoveries have been halted or 
suppressed, because they might reduce the value of 
something which is at present enjoying an unchallenged 
field of prosperity. This is a most propitious time to 
break down any such ^monopolistic control. There is 
allegedly shortage of rubber and gas for w r ar needs, not 
to mention civilian use. It would be criminal, not to in¬ 
vestigate and develop to the fullest extent any product 
or process which might make gas and rubber in suffic¬ 
ient quantity for all needs if it is humanly possible. 

More than that, if wheat can be processed commerc¬ 
ially to produce power for motor driven machines and 
the rubber on which they run, it would open a new era 
for vast sections of land which are essentially wheat 
growing. 


Army and Man Power 


fPHE speed-up in drafting men into the army during 
"*■ July and August is said to be due to the need to fill 
up the seventh and eight divisions. There is word of 
obtaining 40,000 men by draft, with a further expected 
voluntary enlistment of 20,000 men. 

Canada is reaching the point where expansion of mili¬ 
tary strength either by voluntary enlistment or by draft 
is affecting other elements of war effort. It is reaching 
into war factories, on to farms and other industries, and 
threatens an adverse influence on the production which 
is no less essential than uniformed strength. If the 
military forces are increased at the expense of the mun¬ 
itions output, this only jeopardizes the efficiency of on- 
listed men. and therefore the safety of the country, at 
another point. If adequate food production cannot he 
maintained, even under domestic rationing, this is an¬ 
other danger point. 

There seems reluctance to face the fact that Canada 
has a very smgtt population compared with most of the 
warring nations. There are limits on the extent to 
which women can be absorbed to replace men. At the 
outbreak of the war this country took on tremendous re¬ 
sponsibilities of food- production, munition production 
and British Commonwealth Air Training. Together 
with these commitments, the army stiength has been 
steadily enlarged, and as it increases and is sent abroad, 
the need for re-enforcements Increases. 

The time is approaching when Canadian manpower

V ar restrictions that it was feared would drive many 
retailers out of business, carry with them compensator) 
idv uitages. There are some things they cannot get and 
some they may not sell, and some they may sell only in 
reduced quantities. Other regulations, however, which re 
strict credits and deliveries are a great help. Even ggs- 
rutioning and tire-saving which bear down heavily on gar¬ 
ages and service stations are a help to other retailers. The 
man who. paid cash for his gas and oil will now be able tc 
,>ay up that bill that he ran at the grocery or the hardware 
or any goods shop. 


When we wanted to boast of production we used to quote 
ugures showing how much we were Spending on planes, 
tanlcs and guns. The figures were much more impressive 
in dollars than in'planes, tanks and guns. Our dry friends 
puisue the same policy with respect to consumption. In 
otead of telling us how many gallons or quarts or pints of 
liquor we drink they prefer to say that we drink 232 million 
uollars’ worth of liquor per year. Those figures are the 
ones given by the National Young People’s Council of the 
United Church, but Hon. Mr. Hanson goes a few millions 
higher'at 250 millions. But what is a few millions among 
friends? * 


!we were to break up these figures they would not be 
so impressive. .The break-up would show that it was not 
all liquor we were drinking but taxes and profits. A very 
respectable fraction of the millions we were supposed to 
drink was made up of excise and customs duties which pro¬ 
vide a sizeable slice of revenue to federal government. An¬ 
other fraction represented profits that went to the provin¬ 
cial governments. If these items were cut out we could 
easily claim we were drinking less liquor whereas the 
chances are we would be drinking more. It is what Burns 
called the “damnation of expenses” that accounts for our 
comparative abstemiousness, 


One can search a long time without finding any merit in 
Mr. Hanson’s suggestion that liquor should be rationed, but 
onj would not need to search very long before discovering 
why it might commend itself to bootleggers. Even total 
abstainers and persons who cannot afford to buy liquors at 
present prices might be tempted to make illegal use of their 
allowances. 


For advertising purposes cur Information Bureau contin¬ 
ues to make use of General MacNaughton’s statement abou 
the Canadian army being the spearhead of a dagger aimed 
directly at Berlin. That is exactly what the Canadian army- 
in England would like to be, but the General’s statement is 
only rhetoric so far. 


Here is a half-page advertisement in daily papers, signed 
by preachers and professors, Jews and Gentiles, industrial¬ 
ists and trades unionists, urging the government to drop 
the ban on communist papers and release persons interned 
for violation of Defence of Canada regulations. They as¬ 
sert they are not themselves members of banned organiz.a 
tions and their motive is to assist war effort. We should be 
glad to have the government accede to the request on condi¬ 
tion that the released persons go into the services and the 
petitioners cease from troubling, but it won’t be so. It will 
but spur them on to further agitation for aid to Russia by 
way of a second front. Even if it ends in disaster some of 
them will gain some pleasure from the chance it will give 
them to blame Britain for not going about it the right way. 


“Where would we be now if it were not for Russia?” asks 
the Globe and Mail. It might in turn be asked where 
would Russia be without Britain and the United States and 
where would it be if it had not been attacked by Hitler? 


Quebec members appear determined to show their leader 
that he was wrong when he tried to make out that it was 
the way conscription was administered in the last war that 
turned the people there against it and split the country in 
twain. Mr. Crerar was in the government at the time but 
he hadn't the guts to get up and tell his leader the facts, 
the most prominent one being that the French do not want 
conscription no matter who administers it or how it is done. 
Mr. King himself cannot do it to their liking. 

In a kindly way ,U.S. newspapers are beginning to criti¬ 
cize Canada’s war conduct and all that we have seen show a 
just appreciation of the situation. They realize that a 
condition has arisen under which a minority is able to 
thwart the will of the majority. We fear that Mr. King who 
has prided himself on interpreting Great Britain to the 
United States will have to drop the role. They do not 
think he is interpreting Canada fairly to them, let alone 
Britain. 


will be fully employed, and when decision will have to be 
made on what element of war effort has reached its 
maximum. It is said that even now there is a conflict 
between munitions and army. If men in key position in 
war industry are called up, they may be granted defer¬ 
ment but conditions of deferment tend to unsettle tho 
worker, and react unfavorably through the factories. Is 
it better to send 100 young Canadians into action 
strenthened with the finest quality and quantity of 
equipment the country can produce, or to send out 300 
young men only half equipped. A decision may soon 
have to be made on which course, produces the most ef¬ 
ficient army and gives the soldier the safeguards which 
-the country owes him. 

It is beyond dispute that the large enlistment from 
farms and farm labor class is threatening maintenance 
of required food production. It has thrown upon ageing 
men a greater burden of production than should be re¬ 
quired of them or that they can handle indefinitely. This, 
story is repeated all over Canada. One department of 
government is demanding more food, an d another de- 
partment is draining off the men who alone can make 
more food possible. 

From the start of the war, The Times has advocated 
quicker action in national selective service, so that the 
various phases of war commitments of CanadlKCPuld be 
maintained with some degree of baiancA. Theip has been 
continuing evidence in this district, as elsewhere, of over 
depletion of farm power if the food requirements to 
Britain and domestic needs are to be met. Others are - 
now coming round to this view.

May Get Sugar For 
Home Grown Fruit 


The question in the minds of house¬ 
wives Ls how they are to get sugar for 
home grown fruit oj for saskatoons 
■-tc. which are not purchased in the 
stores. 

This fortunately is cleared up by a 
statement from R. Bowen of the Price 
ami Trade Board Edmonton, so it is 
quite possible to get an allotment fa* 
the native fruit. 

Mp. Bowen says: 

“Tbe sugar need not be purchased 
it the same store at which you buy 
vour fruit. If you have home grown 
ruit vou can obtain sugar for preserv¬ 
ing or making jam by . telling the re¬ 
tailer the pound weight of fruit you 
-ave on band, and he will sell you the 
aroper amount of sugar, as stated. 

“in either case, when you buy sugar 
'or preserving or jam making you are 
-equired to sign a voucher for the 
iiiantity you purchase, iqj.he presence 
_*fj.be retailer who sella you the sugar 

“The retailor accepts the word of 
the customer as to the quantity of 
•■ugar she needs. Any infringement 
is of course punishable by law, the re- 
ronsibility being borne solely by tho 
■ustomer. 

The Ajuantity allowed housewives 
for preserving, is one-half pound of 
suqar per pound weight of fruit. For 
making jam the allowance is three 
niarters of a pound of sugar per 
pound weight of fruit."

Restrictions modified for rural 
and small town gas stations for 
public convenience 


nection with farm work or on neces¬ 
sary shopping trips, for example to a 
ocal town on any day of the week). 

Such an owner must have a permit 
if the truck.is to be used as a passen- 
ge--carrying vehicle on Sundays, 
when not being used in handling 
freight or in connection with the farm. 
The use of farm trucks for carrying 
the farmer and his family beyond local 
marketing centres should be definitely 
discouraged. The r.dministrator how¬ 
ever, is agreeable to having farm 
trucks used to carry the owner, his 
family, his employees and neighbors 
to church. 

There are no restrictions on the 
driving of farm trucks so long as they 
are used in connection with the farm 
It would appear that any member of 
the farmer’s family or his hired help 
could drive in pursuit of business. If 
’nv different interpretation develops 
ths Times will try to keep informed. 

Permits — No Permits 


“Employers using trucks to carry 
employees where no other mean-; of 
onveyance is available, (such as log¬ 
ging camps, or construction jobs, oi 
service trucks used by plumbers, 
nainters and similar operations) re- 
piire a permit from the administra¬ 
tion.” 

“Livestock owners or helpers up to 
two in number may be carried in the 
•ab of the truck without a permit 
when it is used as a freight vehicle, 
tut if they wish to carry their famil- 
es or others, even while the truck is 
being operated as a freight vehicle, 
they require a permit.” 

“In cases where no other transpor¬

Wheat Pools Reduce 
“Street ’ Spread

The western Wheat Pools decided at an interprovincial con¬ 
ference, held in Calgary on July 16th and 17th, to reduce by one- 
half cent a bushel the spread in the handling of “street” wheat de¬ 
livered to the Wheat Board through Pool elevators for the en¬ 
suing crop year. This means that the “street” spread in Board 
wheat handled by the Pools will be eliminated and farmers who 
deliver on that basis will receive the carlot price and benefit by 
half-cent a bushel as compared with last year’s charges. The 
Wheat Board has been advised accordingly. 

This decision'was reached because of special conditions which 
are certain to prevail in the marketing of the 1942 wheat crop. The 
present arrangement with the Wheat Board provides that a pro¬ 
ducer must deliver 750 bushels in order to qualify for carlot price. 
However, it is probable that the first quota will be five bushels to 
the acre and many farmers will not have a sufficient allotment to 
deliver 750 bushels, even although they may have substantial quan¬ 
tities of wheat in farm storage. 


The Wheat Pools have taken the leadership in this matter 
just as they have in virtually every proposal to aid western agri¬ 
culture in the past. _ „_
